Gift  of  Phillips  Academy 

On  behalf  of  Phillips  Academy,  Head- 
master John  Kemper  recently  presented  to 
Governor  Dummer  the  antique  fire  engine. 
or  hand  tub.  and  the  hose  cart  which  some 
fifty  years  ago  provided  the  only  means  of 
fighting  fires  at  the  Andover  school. 

On  the  hose  cart  are  the  hand-wrought 
copper  nozzles  used  with  the  hand  tub,  and 
over  one  hundred  feet  of  copper-riveted 
leather  hose  of  the  kind  then  in  use. 

The  gift  was  not  made  in  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  Governor  Dummer  provided 
Phillips  Academy  with  its  first  principal, 
but  merely  because  Headmaster  Eames  is 
known  to  be  a  collector  of  hand  tubs.  His 
Tobias  Lear  and  Pepperell  #1  have  long 
been  part  of  the  local  scene  and  last  spring 
provided  the  heavy  artillery  for  a  spirited 
battle  between  the  members  of  the  senior 
and  junior  classes. 

The  latest  acquisition  arrived  on  the 
campus  on  November  14  and  is  now  on  view 


As  the  term  draws  to  a  close,  the  whole 
school  is  keenly  interested  in  the  completion 
of  the  new  gymnasium. 

Most  of  the  students  have  made  at  least 
one  visit  to  the  construction  beyond  Perkins 
I  louse  and  have  been  encouraged  by  the 
progress  made  during  the  fall.  The  building 
is  now  completely  roofed  over,  the  window 
frames  and  most  of  the  glass  have  been  set, 
and  the  exterior  scaffolding  has  been  re- 
moved. 

Meat  was  turned  on  in  the  building  at 
Thanksgiving  time,  and  the  interior  walls 
are  rising  rapidly.  Because  of  delay  in  the 
shipment  of  tile  for  the  end  walls  of  the  main 
floor,  it  now  appears  unlikely  that  the  build- 
ing will  be  ready  for  use  by  the  opening  of 
the  winter  term.
